The Hungarian Ministry of Foreign Commerce was reorganized in October 1954. 
The ministry now consists of 14 divisions, each composed of departments and 
groups as follows: 

I. Secretariat of the Ministry, composed of Central Group, Legal 
Department, Inspection Department, Protocol Department, Passport Department, 
Innovation Department, and TUK [?] Department. 

II, Personnel Division, composed of Personnel Group, Personnel Rec- 
ords Group, and Training Department. 

III. Technical Division. 

IV. Planning Division, composed of Planning Department, Statistical 
Department, and Economic and Price Policy Department. 

V. Foreign Exchange Division, composed of Policy Group (Elvi Csoport ) , 
Foreign Exchange Management Group, and Settlement Group. 

VI. International Division for Democratic States, composed of Soviet 
Department, European Department, and Far East Department. 

VII. International Division for Capitalist Countries, composed of 
Western Europe Department, Hear and Far East Department, Overseas Department, 
and Customs Political Department. 

VIII. Economic and Cooperation Division, composed of Technical-Scientific 
Cooperation Department and Economic Cooperation Department. 

IX. Export Division, composed of Electrical and Chemical Industry Ex- 
port Department, Light Industry and Cultural Articles Export Department, Heavy 
Machine Industry Export Department, and Export Plan Department. 

X. Import Division, composed of Machine and Technical Import Depart- 
ment, Light Industry Material Import Department, Heavy Industry Import Depart- 
ment, and Import Planning Department. 

XI. Agricultural Division, composed cf Agricultural Department and 
Compensation Department . 

XII. Customs and Shipping Division, composed of Headquarters of the 
National Customs Guard and Shipping Department. 

XIII. Accounting Division, composed of Bookkeeping and Auditing De- 
partment, Financial Affairs Department, and Labor Affairs Department. 

XIV. Economic Office, composed of Budget Department, Motor Vehicle 
Pool, Building Superintendent Group, and Records Department. 
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The Minister directly supervises Divisions I, II, and III; Jena Incze 
First DeDUtv Minister, supervises Divisions VI, IX, and XIII; und Deputy 
Minister Jeno Baczoni supervises Divisions VIII, X, XI, and XIV. 

The newly created Headquarters of the Customs Guard will perform the 
duties of the former Customs Directorate, which has been dissolved.
